Gunmen Pay the 
Penalty of Crime 


Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, N. Y., 
April 13.—The four gun men con­ 
victed of the murder of Herman Ros­ 
enthal, died in the elec'ric chair at 
Sing Sing prison at the break of 
dawn this morning. 
None confessed 
his guilt and none mentioned 
the 
name of Charles Becker, the former 
police lieutenant, found guilty of in­ 
stigating Hie murder, but saved by 
court of appeals reversal. 
Of the four men who died, Frank 
Seidenshener (Whitey Dewis) made 
the only statement. 
He even did not 
flatly assert his innocence. 
“ Gentlemen,’" lie mumbled as they 
strapped him in the chair, “ I did not 
shoot at Rosenthal. 
Them who said 
I did, was perjurers. 
For the sake of 
justice, gentlemen. I say I 
didn’t. 
The witness, Stannish 
” 
“ Whitey” did not finish the sen- 
tencd. 
The strange harness had been 
adjusted and the current shot his 
body forward in the chair. 
He had 
meant to say that Stannish, a waiter, 
a witness at the murder trial, had 
lied; 
but death intervened. 
Siedenshener was the second man 
to die. 
“ Dago F r a n k ” Cirofici came first. 
“ Gy p the Blood” (Harry Horowitz,) 
was third and “ Defty Louie” (Louis 
Rosen burg) last. 
In forty minutes 
flat all four were dispatched. 
This 
time would have been shortened had 
it not been for the overcrowding of 
newspaper reporter. 
Their number 
necessitated a shift of witnesses for 
each execution. 
There was no untoward 
incident 
throughout 
the 
procedure. 
All 
walked quietly to the chair and only 
their quaking knees and sickly green 
pallor of their faces attested that the 
realization of death was upon them.

The mail man 
became 
apprehensive, 
not to say 
alarmed, and with some misgivings, 
or forebodings (either word is good.) 
drove toward the strangely acting 
man. 
When he came within hailing 
distance the “ stranger” was recog­ 
nized as Colonel Bob Sandusky, fish­ 
erman and yarn-spinner, who had a r ­ 
rived at the lake with the first genial 
rays of the sun, looking for frogs 
with which to tempt the appetites of 
hungry members of the finny tribe on 
a contemplated trip to the waters of 
West Fork.

Prior to Jan. 18, 1871. the German 
empire, as we know it today, had no 
existence. 
Instead it was a jumble 
of kingdoms, states, duchies, grand 
duchies and principalities, all joined 
together by a like language and com­ 
mon political aspirations, it is true, but 
otherwise quite separate and distinct. 
Then came the historic ceremony in 
the Hall of Mirrors at Versailles. Par­ 
is had just been captured by King 
William of Prussia, aud it was held to 
be a fitting time and place to proclaim 
him the first German emperor.

flow ers to a tow n 
friend alw ays cut them in the early 
m orning and select those just on the 
verge of blooming

N ext carefully line a box w ith blue 
tissue paper and with a layer of cot­ 
ton-woo I which has been well saturat- 
I ed w ith water 
Pull it loose and fluffy t>efore putting 
in the box. 
F it the flowers in singly, 
reversing the position of each layer, 
i and cover the stalks w ith damp tissue 
paper. 
Pack flow ers rather tightly and coyer 
Anally with a thin damp layer of woo! 
Then your g ift w ill arrive fresh. 
On arrival place all the flowers loose­ 
ly in a pail of rainw ater and stand ii 
I in the dark for som e time. 
! 
Snip the stalk ends, iii! your v ases 
I with water, adding a sm all pinch of 


j carbonate of soda, and tile flowers will 
last for a w eek or ten days. 
W ilted flowers can be revived by 
plunging the ends in hot w ater for a 
minute.
